N one of these is new to me. The nost casuel examination 3hows tLis 
is nardly an appropriate or complete file for an Admiral Berkley file or for 
tne file nf t ne President’s Physician. Among toe obvious missing tilings, from 
the emateariBn concept of tnese files, is tne Sibert-0 ’Belli rpport, its well 
as other tnings I have recently obtained. This makes one wonder why, at the 
very early date of tne organization of this file, it wes msde into a nothing- 
ness. One also wonders way ne prepared no statement until 11/27/63, five days 
after tae tragedy. Ms medical end Ms military experience both snould nave 
told him there wes inr.ediste need for recording his observations end knowledge, 
ee well as waat he was told, waat ne heard and overheard, especially the 
account of tne autopsy that v s ould be a rnropriete for the man ir. his function. 

However, because of wnet I’ve learned since first seeing this material, 
all in tue numbered files, in 1966, i decided to go over it again. Also, in the 
light of wnet has been learned in m-re tuen three yea re, because it seems so 
very strange that tae professional investigators , , the Secret Service, neither 
on their own nor under instructions (from tnis record ), prepared any kind of 
written statement until at least e week ned passed. 

This need not suggest e raamouth conspiracy, but it is proof of a 
permeating unprofessional! sm sraong professionals and an inconceivable slopMness, 
for I do essume there were no eerlier statements thet have been disposed of 
(although I’d be surprised if no single SS sgent hadn’t made fairly compre- 
hensive notes). flThat is surprising is that tae re seems tc have been no SS order 
to each sgent to meke usch note toe first moment his duties permitted, or that 
each wasn’t called in end questioned, ana taped, again os soon as possible. 

It takes Burkley two wide -margined , double-spaced poges to say he 
was aware something happened at Healey plaza, but ue didn’t know waat, and that 
he got to the hospital, stopping first at tae Trade Mart, ebout 3-5 minutes 
after tue President (which seems unlikely, given wnat ue says ue did at toe TM). 
Mrs. Kennedy was seated outside the emergency room when he got tuere. What he 
next 88ys-and doesn't say, is quite interesting: 

"I immediately entered the room, went to tue head of tne table and 
viewed tne President. It was evident that death was imminent and that ne was 
in a hopeless condition” • 

Aside from a meager account of the medical procedures, which tend *o 
aete his arrival, fche wes being given extra cerdiac massage" (probably dictated 
end not reed, meaning "ext:enal" cardiac message, the President’s physician 


here succeeds In e major acnievwnent fnr e man witn hie assignment: saying 
absolutely notning. VVithout doubt he "viewed tne President", ana from tne 
best, possible aspect, "the need cf the teble". But wnet did he see'r Nothing, 
if his statement is te be beUeved, for he seys absolutely n-thing. From tuat 
point he could not have missed two crucial tuiago et the very least, bc things 
he knew to be crucial well before the five-day lapse in writing this "report", 
he had to have aeem the massive head wound and he ued to have seen, b-th the 
anterior nexk wound and whet was being done. Therefore, and knowing the 
great significance of ell of this, he says notning in his report. From his 
treining, knowledge and experience, he knew, insedistely, "tnet he wee in a 
hopeless conditi''ti". -That tetter reason for not esyin^ why in his official 
report? 

These tilings foster wonderment tnet tue Secret Service (end tae FBI) 
didn’t imi*e lietely etstract wuat kno’vlecge he nab, whet observations ne made. 

the .7 highlight tne ./arren Commission failure to take nis testimony, in 
itself incredible* Inst Specter an tue rest of the stefi and t ue members ox 
tne Commission could without question be content with absolutely nothing from 
the Iresi dent's own pnyeician is e remarkable self -indictment. If they didn t 
tnink of asking aim for tne missing details end cn explanation tney could accept 
for tiiein being missing, tnen tney establish tne vacuuity oi their enTxre investi- 
gation. In any event, this establishes that very early in + he Commission’s 
life there wee e decision not to learn what really happened and to ovoid he 
most obvious, authoritative end acces ible sources. 

Yet tuis is toe total content of the Burkley statement on tae medical 
reasons for the lose ^f his patient, hit total comment on what cause or could 
have ceHBed tracxTrmiKi deal, ta sum total of hi*= contribution to the solution 
of tue crime.

This is net bec'ause tue Admiral was without an. unaer stanuing of wust 
is end is not important wuernm a rra-iidsnt s iUrdered, as tne fine detail of 
his nexti:psragrapn marvellously displays : he gt^fc Ars. Kennedy iix into tue 
room "realizing t-sti deatn was imminent", end to .accom.plisn tais, "I overrode 
the protests of some of tne people." Nor was ue without e 3ense of the 
e sense of tne real responsibilities of president ’s^phy si cien, his reel 

"...brought Mrs. Kennedy inside tne do^r where she st-od with my 
orras protecting her, she momentarily rested her heed on my should.’ 

The sgony end tae ecstocyl 

But no assassin wee going to get her, deep inside ‘'arklend Hospital, 
no villein was going to slip pest all those stalwart Secret Service egents, 
those devoted Dallas policemen ond do her herm fnr there was George Buttcley, 
Physician to tnenPresident of the United States, Admiral of tne Kevy enc al x 
tnat, "with my arms protecting har" from these assorted fates all worse than heath, 
ne says so himself. Is his word leer probative tnan tact of an admiral in tue 
Queen’s Navy? 

In a different end entirely non-medical context, ^urkley reveals that 
the u~per portion of tue President s body nee teen stripped, as we know from 
o her tilings, tne sairx having been removed end beceus9 he wasn’t wesrii^g an 
undershirt. "The upper portion of his body was covered with a white cloth.’ Thus 
we know thet if there had bp en any wound in the upper anterior torso m*ny oeople 
hod a chance to see it. 


He also involves himself in tne business of kidnapping tae corpse; 


"Mrs. Kennedy., .expressed her desire to remain with the toxx* 

President’s body continuously until he toe returned to the White House”. 

So, Derrinf'-D^ George "stepped to someone (eic) end esked for the 
Superintendent of the hospital^! ta a Secret Service Agent ordered aim to get 
with dispatch 8 conveyenceand t casket to carry the body back to Washington." 

T^is does not mecn he panned taking the corpse down The ^onesome 
Trail with a mule teem. )Pege 4r ) 

ne esked Clark to get "the necesssry papers end to expedite deperturre 
of tne body from that area", hardly the requests to be addressed to e mere 
neurosurgeon after tne crime of tho century. Here Rose (never identified by 
name) "came in" snd Burkley "eXpleined to him the necessity of ouich action". 

If he explained it to the medical exeminer, he did no 1 to history, for the 
necessity os not indicated. Rose said homicides have to go through those 
procedures prescribed by low, but tne lew does not relate to the President’s 
physician: "I infirmed him pgsin that it was essential that we heve him moved 
immediately es tLrs. Kennedy was going to stsy where she was until such movement 
was effected." (Did ever a men eo loudly demand he be considered s conspirator?) 
There is no fcreek in the quote here:" With some difficulty, one of the locel 
judges appeared (and ell tne time I thiught he had no difficulty getting there, 
navin.j, that Brwon Buick of wuic a Manchester wrote eo eleboretely^, or maybe he 
wee arthritic? nad e broken leg?) end I asked him to make the necessary 
arrange ants". Again no break in utxfeing, the confusion being uniru*ly Burkley’s: 
"After having celled the locel sheriff on the phohe, some cinfusim resulted in 
this delay." Confusion lr no exaggeration. %y celled Decker? how did tnet, not 
either tue law or the Bukkley k Co. desire to ignore tne lew, cruse "this 
d© y"-EUi watt delay is this delay? 

By new it should be wonde*e how the President survived a sneeze! 

Burkley "supervised the transfer end tfce room woe racsted" • TTe can 
assume whet he does not say, the transfer frcm v stretcher to cseket. Kith the 
r^om already vacated, as Burkley put it, end already "Mrs. Kennedy proceeded 
to follow the casket", doughty George her constant companion, fro, uis account- 
ing, but, "/t this point I again examined the wsskart room end they had cleaned 
the room. The roses... were in the wastebasket. • .two roses. . .lying on the floor". 
Never let it be said tnat the President’s physician never ss understood 
where his true obligations ley, where his duties to^k him, whet he had to 
11 examine the room” for not less then the second time. Not for such trivialities 
as evidence, murder being below consideration; not to wonder why the President’s 
protectors hadn’t searched it for evidence before it was cleaned. His second 
search of tne room puts us end history oermanently in nis debt, for he h d the 
rare foresight to oick those two errant toses up end "put them in ray pocket" (5). 
Selfless, Doctor George. ^ ggve them to Jackie. Ho why should anyone Tender 
Bbout that nasty ol’ §ullet 399 and where it came from, or whether there v/ere 
fragments of lead on the stretcher covering. Dutiful George had remember Htpqo- 
cretes as no doctor before him, hod picked up those two roses (careful not to 
get common, , pi ebi an roses from the wastebasket, for Mrs. Kennedy, eschewing the 
tawdry, the unessential, the medically and legally insigniffcant. Two roses, 
from the floor, there we heve the need for a second ^examination" of that rooml 

He, Clint Hin an ^ possibly others he doesn’t recall were in the back of 
the ambulance with her to the airport. They "rode in silence for a while" but 
whet they said when tney broke* their silence ie not related. 

"During the course of the flidrfc, determination of the inmediete 
action on arrival in Washington was msde to assure complete compliance with 


Mrs. Kennedy's wishes” (page 6). Here we get the reel nitty gritty, those 
l r g°lly important details (no hiatus) :"I spoke to her while kneeling on the 
floor so I would be at the level of her fece rather then leaning forward (sic) 

.. .Statin- that it was necessary tnet the T resident be taken to a hospital 
nrlor to going to tea White house. She questioned why end I stated it must be 
determined, if possible, tne type of bullet used and compere this wita future 
material found." ho wonder Nurkley was White xiouse physician. couln see into 
one future 9nd, Having seen more tncn one wound, he knew only one "type of bullet" 
had been used! ^e^soid, ” . . .it should be a military hospital for security measures", 
obody by eorge “urxley could have been this wise, to know, instinctively, 
tU6t 1th .he ^resident already murdered there could be the proper "security 
measures . Or did he expect tic hospital to be raided end tne body stolen? 

Or that there were nei'her eoliders nor sailors nor rolice anywhere in 'Wellington 
to meke any other hospital "secure” while tney were flying a thousand miles to it? 
his next statement is not in accord with the quotation from him in Bishop, but 

-e to ehoce Between Bishop end Burlcley, we have two horns enl a dilemma: 

^The question was answered by her steting Bhe wanted the President taken to 
ethesde Havel Hospital". Bishop ssys this was Burkley's idea because the President 
had been Navy ond, 1 think because Burkley al3o was. But, egain with no nietus 
and no continuity, "Arrangements were made on the ground for departure to '.Valter 
Peed Army Hospital or Bethesde Navel Hospital, as tae esse may be". Presuneebly, 
this was spontaneous, independent of any communication from tus plane. 


^kkiey "assured Mrs. Kennedy et this point (i.e., when sne"decided 
that she would accompany tue body to Bethasda Navai Hospital") that I would 
renein with the President until he wes returned to tns Wh te house". How unusual 
and overly-dedicated of tne President's own, personal, official physician (who 
tnereaft^r didn’t do it, leaving the body while it was at tne hospital). He says 
he was tne lest to leeve tne platform when tne casket left tue plene, 6ort of in 
keeping witn tne Navy tradition about the captain. She, 3obbv and “ill were in 
tne bock of the ambulence with the body. Burkley Afthe driver, Paul Landis, "rode 
in the driver(s compartment". At the hospital a^e was tBken to tne 17th floor, 
eapito his assurance hv oula stey with the President, he didn't ;"The tody ws6 
token to the mortuary where I mot it and observed xU transfer to tue table. The 
examination was performed by Commander ^umes and members of his staff.” One stop? 
ho Karevs? Finck is on Hones* staff? Or; who besides Boswell of ^umee* staff 
helped with the "exominetion"? (N 0 hietus)"Also present were Admiral Kenny, 
Admiral Oallowsy, and Ceptain Canada. Genersl HcHugh had remained in the vicihity 
of the President constantly throughout this time". 


Burkley knows his Blue Book, if nothing else, end he is h'evy enough 
to s.-rip a couple more generele. n e accounts for no others present. %t why should 
h oe expected to account for those others present and potential witnesses, or 
for tue taking of X-rays or pictures, the reading ofX-reys and tneir interpre- 
tation, tae arrival of Finck, who ordered added X-rays (since conveniently 
vaporized end officially non-existent) or, indeed, any of tbs rn-sty, unpleasant 
details of tne so-called autopsy? Is it not enough that he says, "I made numerous 
trips to .ne 17tn floor for reassurance to those in that eree (perh-ps that it 
was all a bad dream, cr thet seme modern medicel miracle would make the murdered 
President whole and restore nim to vibrant life?) and to supply them with some 
ides of the contempletea departure tine". For this "numerous trips" were required? 
How many titles need he tell then the tine? Or, didthings come up tnst necessi- 
tated delaying tnet tine? If so, vast things? Of course, the pho.e other used 
he wouldn’t dream of using. For ell of tola, "?drs. Kennedy spoke to me in the 
bedroom of tne suite, expressing her appreciation which was greatly valued by 
me end which I will Igng remember.” Which is more than ExxxiKXSBixxnXx 
he can say of his medical and military functions, neither having in any wav been

Ho* iie tells hove tbe President wes clothed, his hQir"combed in tie 
ususl fashion end his a^neerence in the casket gave no evidence ofnthe injury 
he had received." Just- like Burkley, "no evidence of tie injury aekd received". 
A 'ro.Ti this official account of the President’s official physician, no one vould 
ever knew that a mojor pert of the President's head hsd been blown a~ey. ^e 
might, indeed, cf died of complications from an ingrown toineil, or pernaps a 
tainted oyster lif not in Ssn Francisco). 

Kot. thet he says nothing et ell about whet happened "during the 
examination* : 

"...we received a cell from the 17th floor in regard to ^rs. Kennedy’s 
wedding rungs... This ring x personally removed end carried to her on the 17th 
floor Lind geve it to h^r in person.* 

Here we have ell the reason in th world to have medical men who rise 
to he admirals, ell the urgent necessity for an Admiral xc be the President's 
physician! 

The body ws? placed in e "solid lehogany wooden Basket" k there is 
no referen: e to the greet time and effort by the morticlanso nor is there any 
indication of what Manchester reports, of the unnatural appearance of tne XXASXXSen 
President after reconstruction, the things that appear to be of significance to 
Murkley medicine) and they went back to the Vlaite house, Mrs. JFK, hobby end Lill 
again in bock. . , 

One urgent detail remains: r?, Kennedy wanted hie hr. Christopher’s 

medal presumes bly from his wallet, to be included in the casket. "Vfe had a 
request" fir this the next day, nresumeebly the same dsy. In ex via net ion he says, 

"The wallet and tharest of the clothes had been token into custody 
of the Secret Service"; *hnwlng (Sibart-O’TIeill report) that the President arrived 
naked et Bethedda, I do not recell eny accounting of the history or na haling of 
his clothing, of eny search for evidence, of eay precauxt ions e gainst tue 
destruction or alteration of evidence, *uicn is & measure of c'are and concern 
not inferior to tost of the barren Commission. 

I n some wsysthis la the most remarkable single documents in the 
vast literary quicksand of the Commission and its work ; a ststemc-nu 01 the 
^resident’s physician that says absolutely nothing about xne number or nature of 
his wounds, of the personal observations he m be, of the autopsy - of any si nple 
thing intended to be of significance. And to tne Secret Service, tne FBI, the 
President’s Commission, this is only right end proper’. And, emphasizing, he 
was never s witness, never consulted, not once asked for the knowledge he had.

Tji s VM 45 yre, 6’2", 185-190 lbs, gray 
heir, "shouted that, he was a FBI". They "forcibly restrained " him when he tried 
to g" pest them without showing credentials, then turned him over to Kellerman. 
Nelson end Cong. T e egue witnesses. 

Berger ssys ne drove tne ambulance to ^ove i’ield end identifies its 
live occupants as Kellerman, Atout, Hill end M rs ; JFK. H 0 men tion Burkley. In 
DC Berger escorted T*BJ to ^hite H oUS e in helicopter.

Is it conceiveabla that none of the SS agents made any reports on 
tne extent end charecter cf tne injuries they, nresumesbly, would be investi- 
gating? Or tnet Specter had no curiosity 3 bout thief or any member of the 
Commission? Or any other member of tne staff?

Another tning difficult to believe is tnp. t there is hero no indication 
either tne FEI or tue Secret Service asked Burkley the questions tnst, obviously, 
should tu-v^ boon asked of the President’s physician end of a medical man n^t of 
the hospital staft who was present in tne emergency room.
